To  John  Nick.  Watkins,  Esq., 

Clei-k  of  the  House  of  Delegates  : 

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  5th  instant,  ac- 
companied by  an  order  of  tlie  House  of  Delegates,  I  am  instructed 
to  hand  you  the  following  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Superintendent 
of 'rransj)oilation  of  this  Company,  viz: 

"In  obedience  to  an  order,of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Mary- 
land of  the  5th  instant,  I  herewith  submit  a  copy  of  the  tariff  of 
ra^es  of  this  company,  adopted  on  the  opening  of  the  road  to  Cum- 
beiland  on  the  5th  November  last,  with  a  particular  classification 
of  the  same  as  "printed  for  the  government  of  the  respective  agents 
and  officers  along  the  line  of  said  road — and  also  a  copy  of  the 
specific  rates  charged  for  every  particular  description  of  produce, 
merchandize  or  minerals,  with  reference  to  the  distance  which 
such  articles  are  transported,  commencing  with  the  first  class  and 
giving  the  different  articles  which  are  chargeable  with  the  highest 
rate  of  tolls,  and  so  on  to  the  2d,  3d,  and  4th  classes  respectively, 
with  the  particular  distances  annexed  to  each  class  of  article  trans- 
ported on  said  road." 

In  reference  to  that  part  of  the  order  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
asking  for  "a  like  statement  with  respect  to  distance  as  regards 
the  transportation  of  passengers  on  said  road,"  I  would  state,  that 
on  the  5th  November  last  the  road  was  opened  to  Cumberland  and 
the  charge  for  throiigJi  passengers  fixed  at  $6  50 — at  the  same 
time  passengers  were  charged  for  all  distances  up  to  130  miles,  at 
the  rate  of  5  cents  per  mile,  beyond  which  point  the  charge  was 
the  same  as  for  the  eniire  distance  to  Cumberland.  Subsequently, 
however,  the  Board  of  Directors  at  their  meeting  on  the  7th  of 
December  last,  with  a  view  to  the  attainment  of  greater  equality  in 
.  the  rate  of  fare,  directed  that  the  charge  should  be  at  the  rate  of 
4  cents  per  mile,  and  as  nearly  as  practicable,  made  uniform 
throughout  the  entire  line,  except  in  casts  where  the  train  is  stop- 
ped to  take  up  passengers  (ravelling  10  miles  or  under,  when  the 
charge  is  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  mile."

REGULATIONS 

FOR   THE 

GOVERilfl?IEI¥T    OF   DEPOT   AGEi¥TS. 


MERCHANDISE  FOR  TRANSPORTATION  on  the  Road 
is  received  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  at  the  Depot  in  Jiallimore 
and  Cumberland  respectively,  between  the  hours  of"  8  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  and  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  under  the  following  Regulations, 
viz: — 

1.  ALL  GOODS  OFFERED  FOR  TRANSPORTATION 
must  be  distinctly  marked,  arid  each  dray-load  accomjinnied  by  a 
list  in  duplicate,  ol' the  number  and  description  of  packages  to  be 
forwarded, — tlie  name  of  the  Consignee  and  of  the  party  forward- 
ing the  same. 

2.  GOODS  DESTINED  FOR  DELIVERY  on  the  line  of 
the  Winchester  Rail  Road  must  be  consigned  to  the  care  of  the 
"Agent  of  the  Winchester  and  Potomac  Rail  Road  Company"  at 
Harper's  Ferry — and  as  this  Company  will  not  permit  consign- 
ments to  be  made  to  its  Agents,  commodities  intended  for  indivi- 
duals residing  at  places  distant  from  the  Rfiil  ]{oad,  must,  in  every 
instance,  be  consigned  to  some  known  resident  at  the  point  of  de- 
livery— otherwise  they  cannot  be  received. 

3.  THE  FREIGHT  accruing  upon  all  commodities  for  delivery 
at  points  on  the  line  of  the  road,  other  than  Frederick.,  Harper^s 
Ferry,  Cumberland,  Baltimore,  and  the  depots  on  the  Winchester 
and  Potomac  Rail  Road,  hnust  be  paid  in  advance. 

4.  GUN-POWDER  and  FRICTION  MATCHES  will  be 
forwarded  only  under  special  agreement,  in  each  particular  case, 
at  the  convenience  of  the  Company,  from  Mount  Clare  Depot, — 
where  they  will  be  received  for  Triinsportation  on  the  Monday  of 
each  week,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  12  o'clock,  A.  M., — and 
at  no  other  place  or  time. 

5.  BACON  and  HAMS  in  lots  less  than  entire  Car  loads,  will 
not  be  received  loose,  except  in  cases  where  they  constitute  part 
of  entire  Car  loads  to  the  same  Consignee. 

6.  THE  FREIGHT  accruing  upon  all  commodities  consigned 
to  individuals  at  Baltimore,  Frederick,  Harper's  Ferry  or  Cum- 
berland, must  be  paid  on  delivery  at  their  destination.     Upon  all 


goods  and  produce  transported  intermediately  from  one  private 
depot  to  another,  the  freij>lit  must  be  paid  to  the  Way  Conductor, 
by  the  Local  Agent  forwarding  the  same. 

7.  ICNTIRK  CAR  LOADS  of  Produce  or  other  Commodities 
will  be  delivered  in  Haltimore  at  any  designated  pf)int  on  the  City 
tracks,  not  on  the  .Main  Line  in  Pratt  street,  but  I'ractionsof  loads 
will  be  delivered  only,  at  Mount  Clare  Depot. 


§£^TIIb]  COMPANY  will  not  be  responsible  for  damage  aris- 
ing from  ordinary  leakage  and  breakage;  nor  will  they  be  respon- 
sible for  damage  alledged  to  have  been  received  by  any  goods  or 
commodities  transported  by  them,  linless  the  claim  shall  be'made 
before  the  removal  of  the  goods  from  the  Depot;  further,  if  goods, 
which  shall  have  been  transported  on  this  road,  be  not  received  or 
taken  away  by  the  consignees  or  owners  on  the  day  of  their  arrival 
at  the  Depot,  the  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for,  or  pay  any 
claims  for  loss  or  damage  which  may  be  sustained  by  such  goods; 
in  other  words,  if  goods  as  above  described  are  sufTered  to  remain 
in  or  on  the  Cars  at  the  Depot,  or  in  the  w^arehouses  of  the  compa- 
ny, ore  or  more  nights  after  their  arrival,  they  will  remain  so  at 
the  exclusive  risk  of  the  owners  or  consignees.
